` GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 

Washington : ; 

The duty that devolves upon the Executive, of making 
suggestions or recommendations to the Legislative branch of 
Government, is at all times a delicate one. 

When, as in my own case, the incumbent is a comparative 
_ stranger in, and has had, consequently, but limited opportuni- 
ties of becoming familiar with the wants, condition, and re- 
sources of the territory within his jurisdiction, this duty be- 
comes exceedingly embarrassing. I trust, however, that you 
will duly appreciate the difficulty of my present position, and 
be disposed to look with forbearance upon an imperfect perfor- 
mance of this, as well as other duties. 

I may congratulate you, gentlemen, and the people whom 
‘you represent, upon the present prosperous condition, as well as 
the auspicious prospect for the future of our Territery: 
Health, peace, and plenty prevail everywhere within her bor- 
dere. i 


While many portions of the country have been visited by 
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fatal epidemics, which have more than decimated their popula- 
tion, we have been blessed with health to an extent unknown 
elsewhere. In other sections the total or partial failure of crops 
has well-nigh produced famine. With us the farmer has been 
uniformly rewarded for his labors by abundant harvests, Tos 
deed, actual want is unknown among our people. 

Tiom the Indian wars, by which the people of other terri- 
tories are being sorely Koan, we are now happily free, 
From the immediate effects of the late civil war which deso- 

_lated a large portion of our common country, and brought 
mourning to almost every household in the old States, we were 
comparatively exempt. 


The vote cast at the last election indicates a rapid increase 
in our population. The public lands within our Territorial 
limits are being taken up and improved by actual residents; 
and settlements extended into regions hitherto uninhabited by 
white men. 


In agriculture, manufactures, commerce, and the develop- 
ment of our mineral wealth, we are steadily progressing; 
while our exports of flour, grain, stock, fruit, vegetables, tum- 
ber, and coal are yearly increasing. During the present year 
steamers have been placed upon and are now plying two more 
‘of our navigable rivers—the Chehalis and the Cowlitz—thereby 
opening to settlement and furnishing an outlet for the surplus 
produce of the rich valleys of these streams, In short, evidence 
of prosperity, progress and thrift, are apparent on every hand. 


RUSSIAN AMERICA. 


Since the last session of her Legislative Assembly, Wash- 
ington Territory has ceased to be the extreme north-western 
portion of the United States’ dominions. The acquisition, by 
treaty, of Russian America and the Aleutian Archipelago, g vives 
her a comparatively central position, with respect to our entire - 
possessions on this slope, and adds materially to her geographi- 
cal importance. This extension of the national boundaries will 
give a new impetus to the commerce of the Northern Pacitic, 
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and open a new market to our productions. The ‘change in 
the nationality of that portion of the Pacifie coast will have’ 
the effect, also, of stimulating the whale and cod fisheries in 
that region’ In these fisheries our people have a direct inter- 
ost, since, in the nature of things, the fleets engaged in them 
must draw their supplies largely from our Territory, and bce 
their depots in our waters. 


TREATY WITH THE SANDWICH ISLANDS. $ 


A reciprocity treaty has been negotiated between our gen- 
eral government ahd that of the Sandwich Islands, and only 
awaits ratification by the Senate to go into effect. The treaty 
provides that the products of each country shall be entered at - 
the ports of the other free of duty. This is an important 
change in the commercial relations of the two countries, and 
will greatly augment the trade between them, but more espe- 
cially that between this coast and these islands. Their sugar 
and other staples will come to us, under the treaty, if ratified, 
at a greatly reduced price, while the demand for our lumber 
and other products will be largely increased.

CODIFICATION OF THE LAWS. 


e 

The codification of our laws cannot be longer deferred without 
serious detriment to the interests of the Territory. Itis impossi- 
ble now to supply even the public officers with copies of all the 
laws. The efficiency of public servants, as well as the proper’ 
administration of justice, requires that they be put, as early as 
may be, in a shape that will place them within reach of all: I 
would recommend, therefore, that commissioners, “learned in 
the law,” be appointed to revise and codify all the statutes of 
the Territory now in forcee—that they be instructed to report 
the result of their labors to the Legislative Assembly, either at. 
this or the next session. 


MAIL ROUTES, 


With the wants of different localities, so far as regards new 
mail routes, or increased service on those already established, 
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you are more familiar than I am. I would, however, invite 
your attention to the fact, that while there is a tri-weekly mail 
from Portland to Olympia, there is a weekly service only from 
the latter place to other points on the Sound. At most of these 
points there is a large and increasing business—including the 
United States revenue and custom house business. The delay of 
‘the mails at Olympia operates as a hardship to the people of the 
Sound, afid is a serious prejudice to their business interests. 
‘There should be at least a semi-weekly mail on this route. 

The Government is paying annually, for the transportation 
of the mail from Victoria to the little post on San Juan Island, 
where there is perhaps one company of United States troops, 
six thousand dollars in coin, and for the service from Olympia 
to Victoria, and the intermediate points, nine in number, only 
ten thousand dollars in currency. The subsidy in the two cases 
is greatly disproportioned to the amount of service performed. 
"The disproportion would be still greater, were the service per 
formed, which, in justice to the people of the Sound, should be. 
I would suggest this as a proper subject for memorial. 


PORT TOWNSEND TO BITKA. 

A. permanent mail route will be established from some point 
on the coast, below British Columbia, to Sitka—the point select- 
ed will probably be San Francisco, Portland, ór Port Townsend. 
There is at present a regular mail service from San Francisco 
via Portland, and all intermediate points, to Port Townsend. 
From the latter place to Sitka, the distance is less by six hun- 
dred miles than from San. Francisco, and less by from two to 
three hundred miles than from Portland. The continuation of 
the route from Port Townsend will not only be the most speedy, 
and, for the Government, the most economical, but will best 
accommodate all the people of the coast. 

I would suggest this, also, as a subject for memorial. 


PUGET SOUND TO YAKIMA AND WALLA WALLA VALLEYS. 


A mail route from the Sound to the Yakima and Walla 
Walla valleys direct is much needed by the people of both 
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sections. I am advised that parties have proposed to perform 

this senvice, providing the line be established, and a road prae-’ 

ticable either for carriages, er trail on lak he made overthe 

Cascades. 
WAGON ROAD OVER THE CASOADES. 


At the last session of the Legislative Assembly, the £ sum of 
two thousand dollars was appropriated towards opening & wa- 
gon road from Black river bridge, in King county, by way of 
Snoqualnie Pass, to the Yakima valley. This, with alike sum 
raised by the people of King county, has been expended, and a 
portion of the road cut out. What additional sum is necessary to 
complete this work, I am not informed, and, ‘consequently, do not 
“know what further legislation, if any, is needed in the premises, 
It is important, however, nay, almost indispensable, that 
one direct, available wagon road, connect, by one of the passes 
of the Cascades, the two great divisions of the Territory. I 
commend this subject to your consideration. 


INSANE ASYLUM, 


I would specially call your attention to the importance of 
making some different provision for our insane and idiotic, The 
present system of providing for the care of this class of unfor- 
tunates by contract, let to the lowest bidder, is wrong in 
principle and cruel in practice. Those who take the contract, — 
do so, it is presumed, for the purpose of pecuniary gain. As the 
contract, under existing laws, is let only for a limited period, 
and may be annulled, for cause, at any time, the contractors 
would hardly be justified in making permanent accomodations 
of such a character as these patients require. But even. were 
this done, the party or parties who become their custodians, 
unless by chance, will be found to be utterly incompetent to the - 
proper discharge of the duties they have assumed. 

The primary object of placing persons of unsound mind'in ` 
an asylum is their permanent cure. Any system which has not 
this end in view is radically defective. Im order to their perma- 
nent restoration to sanity, it is essential that they should -have 

$ H 
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a cheerful, attractive home; one supplied, at least, with the 
conveniences and comforts of civilized life—that they should be 
provided with the means of amusement, and, when practicable, 
with employment. Itis still more important that those who have 
them in charge should be competent not only to see to their 
* general sanitary condition, but also to direct their mental, and 
moral treatment as the phases of each individual case may re- 

uire. In other words, this class of patients should be constant- 
ly under the supervision of a person who has made their treat- 
ment a specialty, and who can treat them intelligently. It 
would hardly he considered proper to place in charge of a hospi- 
tal for the treatment of all types of physical disease a person 
who professed no skillin medical science. How much more 
important is it that he who is called upon to “minister to a 
mind diseased” should nnderstand, so far as may he, the nature 
of and the proper remedies for the various mental maladies that 
come under his care. Experience has shown that ima majority 
of cases, insane patients may be restored to reason; but this 
result can only be expected where reasonable means are employ- 
ed for their restoration. I would recommend that a permanent 
site for an asylum be purchased by the Territory, embracing 
sufficient land for a moderate sized farm; that a building be 
erected which will answer present wants, and which may be en- 
larged as circumstances require and we have the ability to meet 
them. Above all, that a competent person be employed to take 
charge of the institution. The immediate expenditure need not 
be great. No citizen would, it is presumed, complain of a little 
extra taxation for an object that appeals so strongly to his sym- 
pathies. Those who, in the Providence of .God, .are deprived 
of reason, the distinguishing attribute of man, not only have 
stronger claims upon the sympathy and charity of a community 
than any other class of unfortunates, but they are peculiarly the 
‘wards of the local government under which they live. For the 
credit of our Territory, then, if forno other reason, let us not fail 
in our duty as guardians, or disregard the claims of common 
pumanity, 
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I herewith sribmit a circular from thé Sisters of Charity at , 
Vancouver, also a communication from the Sister Superioreas, 
in regard to their claims upon the Territory for keeping the 
insane. These papers spedk for themselves. There is no doubt 
that the sisters performed; as they always do; their part of the 
contract strictly and conscientiously. I- am.confident that yout 
will be disposed to do in the premises whatever is necessary to 
discharge the legal and equitable obligations of the Tetritory to 
them, 

I stibmit also the list report of the Inspectorsof the presént 
asylum: = 

HOMESTEAD AND PRE-EMPTION LAWS. 

My gttention has been called by J. M. Fletcher, Esq.; 
Register of the Lund Office at Vancouver, to cèrtaiù reqitire: 
ments of the hontestead and pre-emption laws which opérate as 
a great hardship to the settlers, and in which particulars thése 
laws should be auiended. The substance of the amendments 
required, in Mr. Fletchers own language, are: “Ist. That a 
settler should be permitted to make any and ali necessary 
affidavits, without being forced to appear in person at the Land 
Office. 2d. That in availing himself of the homestead act, he 
should be permitted to count his residence, &c., whether before 
or after the survey.” Although this has been the subject of 
memorial once, its importance to our citizens is such that it 
should again be brought to the attention of Congress.

, GENERAL GOVERNMENT, 


The present aspect of the domestic affairs of the country at 
large ig not, unfortunately, all that could be desired. The new 
and complicated questions of policy which grew out of the late 
rebellion have not been fully adjusted. It is hoped, however, 
that in dealing with thege momentous questions, the course of 
both the Executive and Legislative branches of the General Gov- 
ernment will be characterized by that wisdom, moderation, and 
pure patriotism which will result in a speedy and satisfactory 
settlement of all our internal troubles, which will have the effect: 
of bringing back to loyalty to the Government, and to harmony 
and fraternity among themselves, the people of all sections of . 
the country. 

PUBLIO DEBT. 

The immense debt incurred during the late war necessarily 
makes the weight of taxation oppressive to all. With strict 
economy in the administration of the Government, an increasing 
development of our national resources, and with a full revival of . 
the industrial interests of thè entire country, we will find neverthe- 
less, that our “burden is not greater than we can bear.” 

7 FOREIGN RELATIONS. 

So far as regards its foreign relations, the present attitude 
of the country is most auspicious. Whilea war which threatens 
to involve all the great powers of Europe is imminent, our 
Government is, fortunately, upon terms of peace and cordiality - 
with all the nations of the earth. 
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LATE WAR IN MEXICO. 


The late war ft Mexico, which originated in anf attempt, on 
the- part of certain European monarchies, to force upon the 
Mexican people an imperial government, and place upon ity 
throne 4 sovereign belonging to the reigning dynasty of Austria, 
has ended by the entire success of the Liberal Party, after the 
French troops bid been withdrawn, through the intervention of 
our Government. The signal failure of this—to tse the mildest 
terms—ungenerous attempt to violate, while we were involved 
in agreat civil war, the known policy of the United States, in 
what is termed the “Monroe Doctrine,” cannot be otherwise 
than gratifying to our national pride; although we may sin- 
cerely regret that the interposition of our Government in his 
behalf did not save the life of the unfortunate Maximilian, who 
fell a martyy to the ambition of others., 


RESOURCES. 


‘In. the extent and variety of her resources, Washington 
Territory is unrivalled. Her agricultural advantages are, to say 
the least, not inferior to those of either of several of the wealth- 
iest and most populous of the Atlantic States.- A large propor- 
tion of her entire area is made up of either arable or grazing 
lands. Most of the former are of unequalled fertility, produc- 
ing in abundance and perfection, fruits, vegetables, and the 
cereals. Upon the natural grasses of the latter, all kinds of 
stuck thrive during the entire year. 


AGRICULTURAL. 


The great Walla Walla valley has the capacity, were , all of 
its tillable lands brought into thorough cultivation, and all of its 
grazing lands into requisition, to supply with subsistence a 
“populous state. Walla Walla county alone, with a population: 
of only forty-five hundred, produced last year nearly one and a 
' quarter millions of bushels of grain, besides other staples, and 
a large amount of stock. 
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An unlimited supply of water power is distributed through. 
out our limits. The numerous streams by which the Territory: 
js “watered are fed by copious rains in the winter, and in the 
summer by the melting of the perpetual snows of the mountains 
in which they have their sources; as a consequence, the power 
they furnish is unfailing, Owing to our mild winters, they 
never become frozen so as to render them unayailable. Timber, 
coals and other materials for manufactyring are at hand in inex- 
haustible supply. Wool of superior quality is easily and 
cheaply grown, `> ` 

In excellence and abundance of material, favorable climate, 
and harbors suitable for ship building, Puget Sound is unequal- 
ed. The vast merchant marine which the mighty Pacifie will, 
jn a very few years, bear upon her ample bosom, must have its 
origin here, 


COMMERCIAL. 


It would be difficult to oyerestimate our commercial advan- 
tages, In addition to`three hundred miles of Pacific coast 
proper, and two thousand miles of navigable rivers, on our 
borders and within our boundaries, we have in Puget Sound the 
finest inland sea in the world. With sixteen hundred miles of 
coast line, it is entirely free from rocks, shoals, and obstructions 
of every description, With suficient depth of water, in all of- 
its parts, to float the largest ships of the line, it is yet so locked 
in and protected that it may be regarded as oné immense har- 
bor. , 

There is nothing comparable with it on the Atlantic coast 
of this continent, or of the eastérn continent, unless it be that 
sea of so many historic memories, which once divided the mighty 
empires of Cæsar and Hannibal. Nature has made-this body of 
water the key to more than fifteen hundred miles of the north 
Pacific ocean, and it will, in obedience to nature’s laws,,sooner 
pr later gather within its grasp not only the coast trade for this 
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distance, but also a large portion of whatever of commerce ig ` 
carried on between the two hemispheres upon this ocean. 


COAL, 


One vast coal field underlies all that part of the Territory 
west of the Cascade mountains. Heavy veins of pure coal have 
‘been discovered at various points on the Sound, on the Straits of 
Fuca, on the Chehalis, Columbia and other rivers, as well as near 
the base of the mountains. The mines at Bellingham Bay are 
now largely worked, and, under the direction of the present 
wealthy and enterprising proprietor, will soon be made to yield 
three hundred tons per day. That ot Clallam Bay is also being 
developed. 

The rich veins of very superior coal near Lake Washington, 
in the vicinity of Seattle, are at this time deservedly attracting 
a good deal of attention, and will probably be made to yield, in 
the course vf the ensuing year, from one to two hundred tons per 
day. These as well as other deposits of coal in the Territory 
gare of excellent quality, and suitable for all purposes, 

Governor Stevens, in his message in 1854, said: “If our 

„coal should be found suitable for ocean steamers, as an element 
„of national strength it will rival the gold of California, and will 
at once settle the question of steam communication with the 
east.” It has been thoroughly tested, and found to be suitable 
not only for ocean steamers, but, what is equally important, for 
manufacturing purposes. 

Tron and copper exist here, and, it is believed, in ample sup- 
ply. 

LUMBER. 


Our inexhaustible forests of pine, fr and cedar, now the 
most extensive and the most accessible in the United States, 
must soon supply the place of those in the Atlantic and West- 
ern States, which are rapidly becoming exhausted, 

The Inmber manufactured on the Sound alone, including 
spars, piles, laths ‘and shingles, amounts fo more than four hun- 
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dred millions of fect anntally. The effect of this_heavy draft 
upon one section of our lumber fields is scarcely perceptible.

FIŠSHERIRS 


Added to her other resources, the cod, whale and salmon 
fisheries, will be a great source of wealth to our ‘people. 
Besides her advantages already enumerated, our -Territory has 
a climate of unequaled salubrity. But very few fatal diseases 
are known here, and from these, even, the mortality is very light. 
The heat of summer is rarely oppressive, while our winters are 
so mild that the growth of vegetation is scarcely checked by 
them, ‘ i 

In a degree almost unprecedented, are combined within ouy 
limits all the sources of wealth, prosperity and power to a State 
or Nation, as well as extraordinary facilities for successfully proses 
euting every branch of human industry, 

All that is requisite to make our Territory a great Common- 
wealth is population, and its inseparable concomitant, capital, 
These we must soon have under the inevitable laws which govern 
thetxpansion and progresss of our country. 


z PACIFIO RAILROAD, 


The grand enterprise of connecting by railroad Puget Sound 
with the upper Mississippi and the preat Northam Lakés,—an 
enterprise which was projected more than sixteen years ago, and 
which has been the cherished dream of those who have had the 
forecast ta see the future destiny of our country,—has at last 
assumed a tangible shape, and its speedy consummation- has be- 
come almost a certainty. The people of the country have come | 
ta regard this road as a necessity,—as necessary to give scope to 
the legitimate growth and expansion of our Republic, and to 
open one of the great natural channels of the commerce of the . 

world; necessary to the Government for postal and purposes of 
national defense, as well as to the opening to settlement and 
development an area of publit domain rich in agricultural, 
grazing and mineral Res and equal in extent to all the 
Atlantic States, 
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Since the first inception of this grand project, great changes 
have taken place in our eountry—changs the magnitude and 
effect of whieh are not generally appreciated. Within this 
period fifteen millions have been added to hier population, This 
vast accession has been thrown into the Mississippi valley, on the 
Pacific slope, and into the intermediate country. 

Out of thirty-seven thousaw] miles of railroa ls in the Un'ted 
States, twenty-eight thousand have been built—fourtcen thousan | 
in the North Western States, within this tire. Tn the meantime, 
the system of railroa ts, of which the Northern Pacitie will baa 
eontinuation, has been extended tifieen hundred mles farther 
west, thereby diminishing the distanee yet to pe overeome by 
more than two-fifths. Other changes equally startling anI sig- 
nificant have occurred. The seat of empire ofour Republie has 
been transferred from the Atlantie States to the valley of fhe 
Mississippi. Railroads have given to the cities of the great west 
the advantages of sea-port towns, and made them centres of man- 
ufnetures and commerce. 

Tt is not alone true that an immense expanse of territory, in 
what is termed the “West,” then scarcely settled at all, now 
teema with population, but it is also true that the entire extent 
of conntry between the Upper Mississippi and the Pacitie has been 
largely settled. : 

The territories of Dacotah, Montana, and Idaho, embracing 
all the country from Minnesota to Washington Territory, have 
been organized, and largely populated. Cities of considerable 
magnitude have grown up between the head of navigation on the 
Missouri and that of the Columbia. These changes have paved 
the way for the Northern Pacific Road, and rendered it not only 
indispensable, but certain. Tt js not probable—it is not possible 
that the westward tide of emigration and march of empire shall 
be checked now, or that the advance of the great lines of rail- 
roade shall be stayed before they have spanned the continent. 
Ta it not probable, rather, is it not certain, so faras regards our 
entry's progresa, that the fature is pregnant with events veen

more wonderful, and changes moreimportant, than-those to which 
the past few years have given birth? ; 1 

The company which has control of this rvad is the strongest, 
both as representing capital and railroad interests, ever organ- 
ized in the United States. The present board of directors corm: 
prise the ablest and most prominent railroad men of the coun- 
try. Corps of engineers are engaged on both sections of the 
road, f i 

Congress has made a liberal grant of lands to aid in its 
evnstraction. AT that is now asked or needed, is the same aid 
from the general Government that was given to the Gentral 
road. The Legislatures of several States have instructed their 
Congressional delegativns to vote for this subsidy. The delega- 
tions, in whole or in part, of other States, are known to be fa- 
vorable to the measure. The just claims of this road, the wide- 
spread interest that is felt in and the great influence: that will 
be brought to*bear upon it, leave but little doubt that the re- 
swt will be as its friends desire. In whieh event the work of 
construction will be commenced the ensuing year aod vigor- 
ously prosecuted. 

OF the entire practicability of the Northern road, so far as 
construction and working are concerned, there is now no 
question. The only question heretofore has been as to the feasi- 
bility of crossing the Cascade mountains. The recent reconnoi- 
zances made by Gen. Tilton, in behalf of the company, have 
demonstrated that the transit of this range, by a railroad, is 
practicable by at least, three of the Passos, besides that via the 
Columbia river, That through either of these passes the grade 
would be much less than that used in the Central road, over the 
Sierra Nevadas, and at a maximum altitude less by four thou- 
sand fest. By the Columbia river, the descent to the ocean is 


so gradual as to be scareely perceptible, 


The advantages of this over any other proposed route, may 
be briefly stated as follows; Jt js opposed by fewer obstweles, 
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whether of climate or topography. An abundance of the best 
material for construction is distributed along the entire line, 


The distance across the continent, from the Pacific’ to the 
great cities of the east, or of the west, is less than by any other 
route. The distance from either New York or Liverpool to the ` 
principal cities of Chine or Japan, using on both oceans the 
usual and necessary track of ocean travel, is less by more than 
one thousand miles, It is more directly on the great thorongh- 
fare of the world’s commerce. in both hemispheres, on the At- 
lantic and the Pacific. Almost the entire region through 
which it Will pass is well watered and well timbered—as rich in 
mineral, and by far richer in agricultural resources, than that 
traversed by any other proposed road. If we except one buns 
dred and fifty miles, occupied by mountain ranges, this whole 
belt of country has a capacity for sustaining a heavy popula.. 
tion. 

Lastly, its western terminus will be on by far the finest and 
most capacious harbor on this coast. 

Of the effect of this road upon this Territory, no adequate 
conception can be formed. We have see that,-in the short 
space of a few years, railroads have accomplished in our country 
what would, without them, have been the work of centuries, 
They have made the broad prairies and boundless forests of the 
great West teem with population and wealth—and caused 
mighty cities to spring up as by magic. Wherever the iron 
track has been laid, and the whistle heard, “the wilderness has 
been made to bud and-bloesom as the rose.” 

In this country, at this day, railroads are not a mere con- 
venience to local population, but a vast machinery for the build- 
ing hp of empires. 

They are the true alchemy of the age, which transmutes 
the otherwise worthless resources of a country into gold. What 
then must be the effect to a territory so rich in undeveloped 
wealth as ours is, of having within it the terminus of a trans- 
continental road, a yoad that will form an important section of 
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the great highw. ay of trade and travel, EN from Livré ‘pool 
arid Harie te Hong Kong and Yokohama—mere thai’ two- 
thirds of the earth’s cir Sante ence? : 

This road will be built, and at no distant day.’ Then will 
Washitigtott Territor y take the position to which her geographi- 
cal position aid superior nattiral advantages eittitle Her.

I cannot forbear alluding, in this connection, to one whose 
name is inseparably identified with the history of this road and 
this Territory—I may add, of thecountry, Ialludeto thelateIa- 
mented Gov. Stevens. It is no disparagement to the claims of 
the living to say that he was the ablest and most efficient Gov- 
ernor and Delegate that this or any other Territory ever. had. 
With a clear, vigorous intellect, and attainments of no ordinar y 
character, were united in him indomitable energy and great 
executive ability. His entire life, with his rare gifts and va- 
ried acquiremerfts, was devoted to the serviée of his’ country, 
aad this, his adopted Territory. In the latter capacity, his ser- 
vices cannot be overestimated. Whether in the performance of 
the ordinary duties of Governor and Superintendent of Indiam 
Affairs—in urging upon Congress and the Departments her just 
claims—in exploring the then trackless regions of country, and 
bringing to the notice of the Government and the public her 
latent resources and capabilities—or in organizing and directing 
troops for het defense, when a protracted Indian war threatened 
her with depopulation, his labors in behalf of this Territory 
were indefatigable, and his ability always conspicuous. Wher 
his country, in her hour of sorest peril, needed his -services im 
the field, he again drew his sword, and fell in her defense. He 
died as he had lived—for hiscountry; andnow fillsasoldier’s and. . 
a patriot’s grave. 

Would that be had lived to gather the fruits of his labors: 
in this field, where he spent the best energies of his-useful life—- 
to see the realization of the bright dream he so fondly cher- 
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ished—a dream which, to his prophetic vision, was almost a 
reality. But this was not permitted to him, 

Many of us now regret that his ashes do not sleep here, 
among the people he loved so well and served so faithfully, that 
they might show that their greatest benefactor was not forgot- 
ten: Yet no monument which they could erect would add to 
his imperishable fame, which will survive the perennial vérdure 
of our forests and the eternal mountains which stand as mighty 

` sentinels on our borders. 

By a change in the Organic Act, the sessions of our Legis- 
lature are now biennial instead of annual, as heretofore. 

It will be well if you see to it that no needful legislation is 
omitted, and that the laws which are enacted at this session be 
of such a character as will bear the test uf time, and of practical 
application. 

In closing this communication, let me express the hope that 
your present sessiqgn may bea pleasant and harmonious one— 
that a spirit of furbearance and liberality may be cherished; 
that while each member looks to the interests of his own imme- 
diate constituency, neither party animosity nor local jealousy 
may deter any from favoring such measures as will contribute 
to the well-being of the people at large, an-ladvance the prosper- 
ity of the Territory as a whole, or even hny portion of it, when 
that can be done without prejudice to other sections. 

I assure you, gentlemen, that you will at all times have 
my hearty co-operation in your efforts to promote the common. 
good and further the interests, whether local or general, of our 
beloved Territory. l

The Regents appointed by your honorable body at thelr 
last session (Jan. 25th, 1867) to take charge of the affairs of the 
Territorial University at Seattle, heg leave to submit the fol-

REPORT 4 

By act of Congress, July 17th, 1854, two townships of land 
were granted in this Territory, v west of the Cascade Mountains, 
for the purpose of providing funds for a Territorial Univers rity. 
[Donation act: see statutes of Territory, 1855, page 47, sec, 10; ; 
also page 54) sec. 4.] : 

During the session of the Legislative Assembly in 1861, it 
was enacted that the University be established at Seatile, King 
county, and that the proceeds of the two townships of ana

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granted by Congress for Tottversity purposes. shall be‘applied to 
the support and endow ment thereof, [Territorial laws of 1861, 
page 4.] 


By act of the Legislative Assembly pasied Jan, ith, 1801, 
a board of commissioners were appointed, consisting of Daniel 
Bagley, John Webster, and Edmund Carr, to scleet, locate, and 
receive a title for ten acres of land in Seattle, fora site for “the 
University, and to select and locate the lands donated by Con- 
gress to Washington Territory for University purposes ; and the 
President of said board was required to provide and keep al 
necessary records of the proecedings of said board, and ito make 
out such reports as may be required by law. [Territorial law of 
1861, page 16, > ae 


Yn December, 1861, the Commissioners, through Daniel 
Bagley, reported to the Legislature a description of the lands 
selected and located by them for University purposes, and a re- 
port of all the expenditures inewyed in improving the Univer- 
sity site. This report assures ns that “ after completing every- 
thing begun, at least one half the grant of Congress will remain 
for gi endowment fund.” [See TIouse journal, 1801-2, page’ 21, 
appendix. See also in same book, 1861-2, page 40, report of 
Commissioners.] ah 


On the 24th day of Janyary, 1869, the Logislativ e Nisan: 
bly passed an act to incorporate the University of the Terri- 
tory of Washington, and created a Board of Regents, consisting 
of Messrs. Hubbs, Hale, Lancaster, Webster, Carr, Meigs, Bag- 
ley, Clark and Mc@ill. Rev. Daniel Bagley was elected 'Prėsi- 
dent of the board, and IL. M. McGill Secretaiy.- ; 

Mr, Bagley temporarily resigned the position of President; 
which was assumed by Mr. McGill, and. Frank -Clavk ‘appointed 
Becretary. . pA os ae 

On the following Deceinber, the re gents, throngh their 
Secretary, Frank Clark, made a report of their proceedings, to 
which was appended a report of Daniel Bagley, President of 
the board of “Unirterity commissioners, dated commissioners, 
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` 
office, Seattle, Nov. 20th, 1862, relative to the organization of a 
school. [See House journal, 1862-3, page 16, appendix.] 
During the session of the Legislature, 1863-4, a report was 
made by Thomas Mereer, Treasurer of the University, dated 
Seattle, Jan. 1864, by which it appears that the available means 
of the University were $24,439 59. for purchase money of lands 
disposed of, upon which purchasers pay interest at 1 per cent, 
per month, and 36,700 money loaned at interest at 14 per cent. 
per month, making a total of available means $31,240 59, 


{See House Journal, 1863, page 298. ] 


In December, 1864, the Board of Regents of the University, 
through James Tilton, their President, made a report, dated 
Olympia, Dec. 19th, 1864, stating that, according ta the report 
of Daniel Bagley, President of the buvard of commissioners, 
there had been donated to the Territory by Congress, for Univer- 
sity purposes, 46,050 acres of land, of whieh amount £3,928 
acres had been sold at $1 50 per acre, which brought $05,892; 
which amonnt had been reduced by eost of buildings and other 
incidental expenses to 324,015. That during the two years 
previous, there had been a gradual transmutation of this fund to 
the legal tender eurrency, and at the same time, the expenses of 
the University had been paid in coin gr its equivalent, practi- 
cally reducing the principal amount yf available means one- 
half. [See House journal, 1884, page 105.) 


This report also states that there was an amount of interest 
overdue from the borrowers of the fund, and also that there 
were some of the amounts lent which were upavailable. 


In January, 1806, in Daniel Bagley’s report as the Presi- 
dent of the University, *shewing a statement of his q¢eounts 
with the University, which were “personally examined’ and 
found correct,” by H. L. Yesler, acting in behalf of the Regents, 
[See House journal, 1866, page 100, and Begents’ report in same 
book, page 112. ; 


The Board of Regents also reported to the Legislatme, 
through Frank Clark, their President, under date of Steilacqom,

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January 1, 1866, f whieh they state that additiotral’ Jeaislatfon 
s rerpuived. to authorize the Regents te mstitnte suits. at- law’ 
aginst persons indelitet to the fand. Avecompanying ‘this re 
port is the report of Charles C, Terry, Treasurer of the Univer 
sity, showing that at that time, Jan. Ist, 1860, there were avail 
able rmreatis, consisting of notes, mortgages, sad cash, amounting 
to $18,884 77, of which sum but $208 82 was in cash. , 


In January, 1867, the Legislature passed an aet sepals 
all acts or parts of ucts granting authority to a beard of com- 
missioners, and repealing all acts and parts of acts electing or 

appointing Regents, and appointing a new Board of. Regents, con- 
sisting of B. F. Dennison, David T. Denny, Frank Mathias, 
Harvey K. Iines, and Oliver F. Gerrish, granting them gs Re- 
gents the full power to make a fnll investigation of. the affairs 
of the University, and requiring them to make a ‘report there- 
upon, [See statutes 1867, page 114. 


In pursuance of the requirements of the dee act, the new 
Board of Regents met at Seattle on the 20th day of March, 
1867, and elected B. F. Dennison President, D. T. Denny 
Treasurer, and Wim, H. Taylor Seeretary. 


By reference to the records, we find that the last report 
relative to the school which is xpread upon the record is that of 
President W. E. Barnard, under date of April 13th, 1866, re- 
lating to the affairs of that branch of the University. By it 
‘we find that there have been but few pupils who have presented 
themselves during his administration, who were qualified by 
previons instructions for entering upon an University education, 
and it had been found requisite to give considerable attention to 
priniary studies. 


. President Barnard strongly urges the necessity of, main- 
taining a primary department, and recommends a consolidation, 
if possible, of the Seattle public school, a with xefer- 
ence to primary stndies. 

On the 13th of “April, 1566, President Barnard tondered, 
his resignation to the Board of Regents, which was aevepted. 
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and on the 16th of April, the Board of Regents elected Rer,- 
George E. Whitworth President of the University, and ae. 
vepted his proposed terms, which were as follows : 


The position to be a permanent one, and the Board to pay 4 
galary of $1000 in coin or its cquivaleiit, payable quarterly from 
the University fund applicable to'this object, giving the Presi 
dent the privilege of receiving all tilitioft fees which lie iay 
eollect in addition thereto—the rates of tuitioù to be such as 
shall be approved by the Executive Committee; together with 
the free use of buildings, ground, furniture, &e. ` 


An inventory of all the real estate and personal property 
belonging to the University was also taken by the Execiitive 
Comittee, and a report made on the 12th day of April, 1806, 
by Geo. F. Whitworth atid Hf. Burnett, ia behalf of the Com: 
mittee, which report {s on file. 


On the third day of January, 15867, the Exetutive Comi- 
mittee, through Messrs. Whitworth and Burnett, made à réport 
to Frank Clark, President of the then Board of Regents, stating 
that there was at that time an average’ attendance of sixty 
scholars, all of whom, with the exception of six, belonging to 
and residing in the town of Seattle. 


The report also states that the Committee had found it ne- 
eessary to incur expenses for repairs, &e., to buildings, aniounting 
to, as per supplementary report, $545 59; also stating that they 
find by the Treasurer's books that there is a permanent fund be- 
longing to the University of about twelve thousand. dollars, 
eae interest at the rate of from twelve to eighteen per cent. 
per annum ; also that the doubtful claim against T. M. Cham- 
bers, of Pierce County, had been placed in the lands of Frank 
Clark, Esq., for settlement; that the property has been niort- 
gaged to the University in security for the payment of the 
claim ; that this property is at present unavailable, but at some 
future time it may be valuable; also that the claims against Aleck‘ 
Smith and Mary Whiting have been placed in Mr. Clark’shantls for 
adjustmetit and settlement ; that in addition to the claims above, 


, 
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tlefe are abodt thirty-five hundred acres of land belonging. to ; 
the University remaining unsold. 

Phe Regents having thus, in a brief synopsis, brought down 
front the records the historical matter relating to the University ` 
iip to the time of entering upon the discharge of theif duties, will 
now proċčeed to report upon such matters as came under their 
own observations, which are shown upon the retords of their 
transactions.

Having thus far briefly alluded to the records and transac 
tions of the Universityas they have been presented to ts, we 
will recapitulate some of the points, that your honorable body, by 
noticing more partietlarly the prominent ones, ean the better 
understand the reason of the Regents for arriving at their final 
conelusions. 

The books and papers of all kinds, belonging to the Univer- 
sity, which were furnished u» by Mr. Bagley, together with a 
roll of leaves cut from a book in his possession, are the basis of 
the report which we now make. 


By reference to these books, and also to the jetirnals of the 
Legislative Assembly front 1861 to the present time, ft appears 
that there have been several reports and examinations of the 
University affairs at different times, the first of which seems to 
have been about the 4th of December, 1861.—[See Howse jour 
wal, 1861-2, page 40.] 

The balanec at that time, althougl: differitig somewhat it 
the report from Mr. Baglet’s books, seems to have been $426 9# 
due to the University fund.

The University is clos-d at the present time, and the tild- 
ings vacant with the exception of the President’s house, which 
is: orenpied by the Rev. G, F. Whitworth and family. The 
buildings, ¢ grounds, and other property are under the charge of 
Frank Matthias, Poqa, and 1. T, Denny, Esq., members of the 
Board of Regents. We herewith transinit a conimunication re- 
eeivel Dec. 14, LS87, from Rev. G. F, Whitworth, proposing to 
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fake charge of the University upon the conditions therein set 
forth, to which we call your attention. 

Finally, we arrite at the following conclusions, among others 
of less importance : 


ist. That Mr. Bagley has not kept the books atid records of

Legislative Committees were not the result of a thorongh exam-,

not to be relied upon as settlements. 

‘We would therefore request of your honorable body to take 
into consideration the subject matter of this report. and indicate 
to the Board of Regents, by resolution or otherwise, what course 
you deem advisable to be pursued by them in the future, and 
also to make some suitable provision for defraying the expenses 
of any proceedings to be taken on the part of the Board of 
Regents.

The gentlemen elected by the Legislative Assembly of 
Washington Territory, tu act as Regents of the University of 
Washington Territory, mct at Seattle this day. Present—B. F. 
Dennison, O..F. Gerrish, H. K. Hines, Frank Matthias and D. 
T. Denny. Called to order by B. F. Dennison, Esq. Proceeded 
to elect officers as follows :

The several officers were then sworn in by G. Kellogg, 
Esq., a Notary Public. 

Rey. Daniel Bagley presented his report, which was or- 
dered to be read, also his reasons for the abandonment of éer- 
tain lands. The act of Legislature under which the Regents 
now met was read by the President. 

Mr. Bagley then presented a list of lands entered, and ex- 
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plained verbally cər tain points relating te pr eae entries ; also a 
copy of the list of such lands furni: hed the General Land Oce 
at Washington. 

Mr. Bagley next presented his final account. ` 

On motion of Mr. Gerrish, ; 

Mr. Bagley was ordered to bring forward all books, papers 
records and property of every description belonging or in auy 
manner relating to the University. 

Mr. Bagley presented certain books and papers edie to 
University accounts, 

Board adjourned to half past one o’clock. 

Board met pursnant to adjournment, all present. 

On motion, it was ordered that the Treasurer notify all per- 
sons indebted to the University by notes now dune, to settle im- 
mediately either by payment in full or by new notes secured by 
mortgage. 

Adjourned to March 30th, 9 o’elock, a. at.

_ &,~It was to protect the parties who had purchased smal] 
parcels, The large parcels were simply abandoned, not sold, 

Q.—Were all the small parcels sold and deeds given prior 
to your making private entry of them ?

Frank Clark was Secretary, and also having an order from Mr. 
Clark for the amount which the Board should allow for that

Mr. Bagley appeared, and, in reply to a question, made the 
following statement: “ That during the time I was in Wash- 
ington City, Mr. Barnard expended upwards of $7,000 of the 
University funds which he was not authorized to do. He cob 
lected $2,000 from Puget Mill Co., and the balance ‘he got from 
the Treasurer.” 

The following iie were put to Mr. Bagley, and his 
answers are annexed to each.

A—TI paid McGilvra $600 in currency.

A.—I don’t remember an instance. i

and sold afterwards ? 

A.—I have no recollection of any.

A.—Through the University, Castro had no title, I lo. 
cated it as University land, being myself the administrator of 
the estate. Isold the land as administrator for $550; $300 
went to the University fund, and the balance, $250, to the Castro 
estate for improvements, &e. 

Q. 20.—Did you refuse to receive currency in payment for 
lands in any case f? 

A.—I did in some cases. Iwas obliged to sell a certain 
amount for what I could get, in order to protect the purchasers 
of the small parcels. But as soon as this was accomplished, I 
refused to sell any more land for currency. 

Q. 11.—Did you in any instance receive anything for giv- 
ing lands to one applicant instead of another ? 

A.—WNever, 

Q. 12.—Did you sell any lands for less than g1 50 per 
acre 

A.—The Puget Mill Co. refused to pay any more than

Q. 13.—How were you in the habit of receiving currency, 
at par or atits gold value? 


A.—I have always taken currency, when I have received it 
at all, at par.

It will be seen from the foregoing statement that several of 
the counties have, in their settlement with the Territory, fallen 
far short of paying into the treasury the amounts with which 
they stand charged for territorial tax. In some instances it ap- 
pears that this discrepancy is attributable to the action of county 
treasurers in claiming and retaining a percentage upon moneys 
paid into the treasury. Æ credit has been uniformly entered of 
the amount paid, without inquiry as to the cause of the seeming 
` delinquency; it being the belief that such amounts would be 
properly accounted for in the returns of “delinquent taxes;” 
but their returns in some instances fail to indicate the full amount 
required for settlement. If there is any legal authority for such 
action, every county should be entitled to a similar credit. It is 
therefore suggested that the law be se amended as to remove any 
seeming ambiguity in the duties of accounting officers in this 
respect. Prosecutions have been directed by the Auditor, in the 
name of the Territory, against the treasurers of several counties 
in arrears, but with what result he has not been advised. 

It isrespectfully suggested for your consideration, the propriety 
of amending the law so as to make unpaid warrants bear a rea- 
sonable interest from the date of presentation to the Territorial 
Treasurer. This enactment, and the repeal of such sections of 
the law as give certain warrants a precedence in payment over 
others, while it will do injustice to none, will, it is believed, tend

` Mr. SPEAKER: 

Your select committee, to whom was referred the “Report 
of the Board of University Regents of the Territory of Wash- 
ington,” beg leave to submit the following report on the financial 
part of the “Regent’s Report,” relating particularly to the 
“Mutilated receipt,” ‘ Profits on fractions not accounted for,” 
“Toss on unauthorized sales,” and “Error alleged to have been 
made in Abstract ‘G? for difference between legal tenders re- 
ceived and cqin paid out:” 

First, That the mutilated receipt was a legitimate one, in a 
business transaction; that Mr. Bagley did turn over to the Treg- 
surer and Secretary the sum.of $6,959 24. Your committee- 
arrive at that conclusion for the following reasons:

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ist: That on the Treasurers book we find promissory notes, 
&c,, turned over by McGill to Thomas Mercer, Treasurer of the 
University, amounting to $9,688 36, which notes must have beer 
received from Mr Bagley. On fin al account of IT. M. MeGiN, 
aeting treasurer, we find $1, 429 94 in notes, &e., in addition to 
those! found on the treasurer’s book, which, added to the $6,059 94+ 
receipt, would make $8,389 18; showing $1,299 18 more on the 
treasurer’s book than would be required to cover the mutilated 
receipt. à 


2d. In Council Journal, 1863, Frank Clark, Secretary of 
the Board of Regents, makes the following report Dee. Ist, 
1862, viz. : 


The receipts frum the sale of lands since Dee. Ath, TS, 
amount to $16,748 03; expenditures to $10,215 78. Dalanee 
due University from late account of Commissioner, $426 94: 
leaving now on hand, to the eredit of the University, hr motes, 
drafts, ete., $6,959 242° being the exact amount of tlre mutilated 
receipt, and showing that the amount the receipt calls for was 
then in the hands of the University Regents, and not in the 
hands of Mr. Bagley at the time of the report, viz., Dec. let, 
1862. Í 

8d. If we had no other evidence of the genuineness of the 
receipt, the “easly book” shows a full settlement on Noy. 13th, 
1862, which would give Mr. Bagley the credit he claims, even if 
this much talked of “ mutilated receipt ” was not now nor never 
had been in existence. 


We append a copy of the settlement as shown by the cash 
book :

The $30 68 referred to on page 16, “ Report.of the Board 
of University Regents,” as “amount paid by Mr. Bagley to Mr. 
McGill,” was a different transaction, a different receipt. The 
$6,959 24 was, according to Frank Clark’s report of Dec. ist, 
1862, then in the hands of the University Regents, “in notes, 
drafts, ete.,” and also according to the cash book, which the Re- 
gents take as evidence, we find that Mr. Bagley did Settle on the 
13th day of November, 1862, by paying $6,959 24 to said Re 
gents, and that he did pay on same date $80 68 as per account 
current of treasurer, and we know of no reason in Jaw or justice 
why the transaction cannot be bona fide, because two receipts, 
for two different transactions, for two different amounts, are dated 
the same day. 


The Board of Regents are in error when they say that Mr. 
Bagley makes report to the Legislature, dated Nov. 20th, 1862, 
seven days after this receipt purports to have been given, in 

which he states that he has this identical balance of vi 959 OF .

Seattle, W. T., Nóv, 10th, 1862, y 
being three days before the date of the receipt, which shows that 
Mr.. Bagley stated truly when he reported the amount of $6,- 
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959 24 “still in his hands,” for hedoes not claim to have turned 
over that amount to the University Regents until Nov. 13th, 
1862, For the,above reasons we think that Mr. Bagley should 
be credited with the $6,959 24, and that gross injustice has been 
done him in the “ Report of the Board of University Regents” 
in this matter, 


Second. Your committee find Mr. Bagley charged .by thy 
Board of Regents, page 18, with $2,042 25, © profits, on frae 
tions not accounted for.” The amount spoken of was created 
as follows: The University sold fractional sections of lands for 
$1 50 per acre in 1861-2, and expended the amount thus derived 
in building the University. When the “land list” containing 
these fractions went on to Washington for approval, it was re- 

jected by the Commissioner, and the fractions thus sold to parties 
and held by them with a University decd were not University ` 
lands, and it became necessary, to secure the titles of these lands, 
to buy them in at the land sales; the University being compelled 
to do this to secure the purchasers in their titles, sustain the 
credit of the University, and reé-locate other lands for those re- 
jected. For this trouble the Regents gave him the 25 cents made 
on selling University lands for $1 50 per acre and buying United 
States lands at land sales for $1 25 per acre, as per resolution of 
Board of Regents, which we find by referring to the “Journal 
of proceedings of the Board of Regents of the University of the 
Territory of Washington, Sept. Ist, 1863.” 


On motion it was 


“ fvesolved, That the surplus amount derived to the Univer- 
sity, cased by the withdrawal of the fractional pieces of land 
under the ruling of the Land Commissioner, be appropriated 
toward the necessary expenses of the President of Board of 
Commissioners in attending to the securing of the rights of the 
purchasers, and re-locating lands in the place of those with- 
drawn,” 


Now, the University did not lose one cent in the transac, 
tion, and the profit of twenty-five cents ‘per acre was small pay 
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for what labor Mx. Bagley was compelled to perform, and your 
committee think that he deserves eredit for the able manner in 
which he-managed this difficult transaction. Also, your commit- 
tee believe that the resolution referred to did give.the President 
of the Board of Commissioners just what it states, viz: 


‘That the surplus amount derived to the University, caused 
by the withdrawal of the ‘fractional pieces of land, be appropri- 
ated towards paying the necessary expenses of the President in 
attending to the securing of the rights of purchasers, and in re- 
- locating lands in the place of those withdrawn.” 


The surplus amount thus derived is charged by the Board 
of Regents of 1867 to Mr. Bagley, when it was ordered to be, 
used in securing titles to purchasers and re-locating other lands 
in place of those rejected by the Commissioner of: the General 
Land Office, by the Board of Regents, Sept. 1st, 1863. 


Now, is it right or just, after Mr. Bagley has used the. 
money as ordered, for the purpose stated, for a new Board of f 
Regents to come in four years after and charge him withit? We 
think not. Therefore it should not be charged to him in final 
settlement. 


Third. We refer the House to page 18, “ Report of the 
Board of University Degenia in relation to abstract “ F,” or 
“loss on unauthorized sales.” í 


Your committee differ with the Board ‘of Regents in this 
matter. We assert that abstract “F” was not for lands sold, 
but is a legal tender schedule (see abstract F”) showing the 
amounts received and disbursed by Daniel Bagley. He received 
$18,755 00 in Legal tender, and payed out $13,886 28 in Tegal 
tener, leaving a balance of $4,868 72 in legal tender to be ac- 
counted for, which is accounted fur by vouchers according to ab- 
stract “G,” to the amount of $3,408 10 in coin. 


Now, supposing that Mr. Bagley sald the $4,868-72 legal 
tender at seventy cents, he would have received in coin the 
amount the vouchers.call for, viz: $3,408.10; but he-is:charged 
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with the $4,868 72 legal tender, which shows on the books th | 
samo as coin, 


‘Where Mr. Bagley is in error, is in not having his vouchets 
at legal tender rates. If they had been, they would have 
amounted to $4,568 72; but is it justice, when he produces the 
value of the legal tenders in vouchers, that he should be charged 
with the loss, when, in fact, there is no loss sustained, for the 
$3,408 10 coin is equal in value to the 84,868 72 legal tenders} 

Therefore, in justice, he should receive the credit of 
$1,460 61, it being an impossibility for him to receive any bene 
fit in the transaction; therefore we do not agree with the Board 
of Regents that the 81,460 67 is an error and cannot be allows 
ed, but would also place that amount to his credit, 


Your committee have adjusted the accounts of Mr, Bagley 
as presented to us by the Board of Regonts, taking the books, 
account current, abstracts from * A” to * G,” and made s care 
ful exumination of the same, tind the sum of eight hundred and 
fourteen dollars and seventy-six cents ($314 76) is due to Mr, 
Bagley, as President of the Board of Commissioners, as per fol- 
lowing statement ;

Your committee, after a thorough exantiuation of the Uni- 
versity accounts, tive at the following conclusions: That it is 
evident that the Board of Univetslty Regents did not thoroughly 
examine the books and papers in their possessioi, thereby making 
many crrors in tliel# report which should have been avoided. 


The Regents found in Couneil J ourndl; pige 21, 1862-3, (a 
teport) where an error occurred: in printing the date of Mr. Bag- 
ley’s report, making it read “Nov. 20th, £869, severt days after 
this receipt purports to have been giveti,” when they had in their 
possession the original report of Mr. Bagley, dated Seattle, W. 
T., Nov, 10th, 1869.” 

They also had Mr..B Bagley’ 8 each bouk, whith fully explained 
the “mutilated receipts” tt is true that Mr. Bagley has not kept 
his books strictly according to rule, yet your committee cannot 
find any place where they show an intention to cover up or mys- 
tify with intent to do wrong, And we think, had the Regents 
thoroughly examined the books and pipers in their possession, 
without prejudice, they could havesettled the University business

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The funds were accepted by the Regents at the time as full. pay- 
ment of my indebtedness, and they were settling -with me by 
order of the Legislature, and they should be with Henry M. Me- 
Gill or the Treasurer, or properly accounted for by one or both 
of them. 

2d. There is a duplicate receipt in existence unmutilated, 
which fact I stated to the Regents, (B. F. Dennison & Co.)-con:

3d. The Treasurer's books, commencing on the first page of 
day book, show that Mr, MsGill, who for a time acted as Presi- 
dent and Treasurer, turned over to him (the Treasurer) the full 
amount of said receipt, and several thousand dollars more, thus 
proving the proper destination of said funds.

juittee that has by authority had them for examination, &c. 
Ifence they have heen away from me from a few days to several 
months, and some of them, of much more importance to me than 
this receipt, have neyer come back. Finding this, after one of 
those peregrinations, torn, &c., I preserved what of it I could, 
although I ,did not regard it of material service to me, as there 
was a duplicate in existence, which fact I stated to the Regents.

lowed by the Commissioner of the General Land Office. 


2d, When thus rejected, the course pursed by me was ty 
secure a good title, in some way, to the purchasing parties with- 


out cost to them or the University, all of which I endeavored 
faithfully ta do. 


3d. The profit upon those rejected lands was in currency, 
estimated at the first mecting of the Regents at less than $800 
in coin, and in the report they charge me the entire sum in coin, 


dth. The.former action of Regents and friends of the Uni- 
versity was thatthe amount of profit on said parcels should is- 
suc to me for trouble, labor and risk in sceuring titles to the 
parties therefor, &e, 

Sth. The profit of that transaction, by which no one lost 
anything, with the amount voted me by the Regents, was not 
more, if as much, as the actual expense of two trips to Wash- 
ington City and back, (including stay there) by the usual modes 
of accommodation for travelers, and they were made ynder the 
direction of the Commissioners, Regents and friends of the 
University. 

Gth. When the Commissioners rejected those parcele, they 
ceased to be University matters, proper, and all that could be 
asked of me was to complete titles tothem and tske other lands 
in their place. 

Third. I ask that the loss on sales, &c., of $4,272, in the 
report of the Regents, be sct aside for the following reasons : 


ist. The law of my appointment made no diserimination in 
regard to the kind of funds I should receive for lands, and no 
subsequent instructions have been violated by me. 

2d. My legal tender schedule shows $18,753 yeceived, and 
$13,886 28 disbursed in currency. 

3d. Nearly all those disbursements were made at the face 
value, in entering small parcels of land, &e. 


Ath. The interest, amounting to $1,964 51, was mostly in 
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currently, atid is embraced in the charge against me. The law 
did not require me to collect, or parties to pay, interest for land 
thus selected, although it was a legitimate transaction. 

Sth. The difference between currency received and dis~ 
pursed, ($4,868' 72) Í have already paid to the University fund 
in coin, as shown in my report to the Regents. [See schedule 
G, n] 

6th. Those amounts and showings dalie mo from the 
charge of the Regents. , 

“th. In my charge for difference between the amounts of 
currency reccived and disbursed, I only ask at the rate of 
seventy cents, The Regents’ charge is at the rate of ‘fifty 
cents. ‘ 
8th, In view of the embarrassment caused by the rejection 
of those parcels by the Commissioner, the lands coming inte 
market at $1 25 per acre in currency, the pressure felt to secure 
titlesto those parties, and to meet University engagements made 
in my absence,"if currency had been taken for land, by which 
some loss had been sustained, there would have been no viola» 
tion of law or morals, 

Fourth, In regard fo the charge of $1,460 at, difference’ 
between cwrency received and disbursed by me, that the report 
dismisses with the remark that it is “an error, and cannot be 
allowed,” I remark that, as far as nty getting it by law is con- 
eerned, ft may be am ertor, and probably is; but as an act of 
simple justice I asked it, and still ask its restoration. i 

Fifth. The charge of $1,500 for two years’ service, between 
Nov. 18th, 186%, and the present. I submit that the service was 
rendered; that according to the law of my appointment I am

Finally, on this part I ask that my cash account in its in- 
tegrity, as given to the Regents, labeled “final account,” be

“That I stated that Puget Mill Conipaity always paid 
fii currency, when several thousand dollars were pald by theni 
before currency began to circulate.” I said, or designed to say, 
front a dcitain time, viz., tHe settlement with the Regents, Nov; 
18th, 1862, Please rte lso that I gave them a written schedule 
of when and where I received currency, which is in my report to 
them of April, 1867, 


dth. “That I took promises fo pay for land sold oi time, 
and that I should be dliarged with the amounts where they are 
not good. 


In all cases I retained the Jand till paid for j hence, as far 
as my action is concerned, the University has the land or the 
pay: ’ 


bth. “Phat I dfd some business after niy teinoval trom 
office.” Idid finish some business previously commenced. I 
did enter a small portion of land that had been long promised, 
aud report sonie selections to the Geiteral Land Office, after the 
passage of the act. But therd was tio damage done to any one 
thereby. 


My view ðf these facts was and is, that where one officer is 
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removed by the appointment of another, that the former holds 
till his successor is properly qualified, and asks for the effects in 
his hands. If not, there is an interregnum.: And I am not 
alone in this view, I had no official notice of my removal ‘till 
the meeting of the Regents in April, 1867, and I did no business 
after that time. 

6th. “That I acted as Treasurer, &e., against law.” All 
funda coming into my hands properly belonging to the Freasurer, 
I passed to him at early convenience, taking his receipt therefor. 
And when I drew funds from the Treasury, I receipted therefor. 


wth. “I gave two cash accounts, differing with each other.” 
This is a mistake, I gave one, and no more. This is labeled 
final account, showing an indebtedness to me of $814 T5, besides 
a dishonored voucher, 


The other paper was an unfinished one for personal refer- 
énce, and was not given to the Regents. It and other personal 
papers were laid upon the counter in the room where they met, 
and were by them appropriated without my consent, and I ask 
their restoration.”

We. ac- 
cordingly called the attention of the Anditor to the matter, and 
he acknowledged an error and rectified the same, The report 
of the Auditor should show the amount due from Pierce to be 
$983 91, in place of $16 50, as per auditor’s report. . 


- We find the amount of delinquent tax due January Ist, 
1868, to be $20,529 40 due from the several counties as per- 
Anditor’s report; and we urge upon all officers of the Territory 
to endeavor, to the best of their ability, to collect as sogn as pos. 
sible all delinquent taxes, and forward them to the Anditor. 


Your Committee would recommend -that the Territorial 
tax be raised to five mills on the dollar. Owing to the neces-

Your select committee, to whom was referred that por 
tion of the Governors message relative to the Sisters of Charity, 
as also C. B. No. 6, an act for the relief of the Sisters of Charity 
of the House of Providence, beg leave to submit.the following, 
report: They have examined all the papers bearing on the 
ease to whieh they have had access, and find that a contract was 
entered into between the Sisters of Charity and the Territory of 
Washington, in which the former agreed to provide for the safe- 
keeping, eare and medical treatment of the insane and idiotie 
persons of the said Territory that might be sent to themin Van- 
couver, Washington Territory. Said.contract was entered into 
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on October 22d, 1862, and was to.continue for a period of three 

years from date. Said Sisters were to receive eight dollars per 
week for every insane or idiotic person sent them belonging to 
the Territory. They were to receive payment at the end of every 
three months, and at the same time furnish the Governor and 
Auditor a statement showing the number of insane under their 
care, their names, the dates of their arrival, and the sum due 
from the Territory for each patient at that time. These are sub- 
atantially the terms of the contract, and your committee cannot 
find that such’ reports were made, according to the language of 
the contract; and this, taken in connection with the fact that 
settlements were not made quarterly, hes besn a source of em- 
barrassment to them in examining the subject. It is claimed by 
the Sisters that the contract was made on a coin basis, and was 
so understood by the high contracting parties at the time the 
same was executed; and the Hon. J. E. Wyche testified before 
your committee tu a belief in the foregoing statement, adding, 
also, that Governor Pickering refused to sign a contract to the 
same purport as the one aforementioned, excopt that the same 
provided for the payment by the Territory of coin, and your com 
mittee regard this as a significant fact to whieh reference will be 
made hereafter. 


In the Journal of the House of Representatives of the Tasg 
Legislative Assembly of Washington Territory, on page 274, 
will be found a report having, from the nature of the cireum- 
atances under which the same was made, an important bearing 
upon the matter under consideration. The said report states in 
substance that, at the time said contract was made, greenbacks 
were worth seventy-five cents in coin in San Francisco; that Gov- 
ernor Pickering would not sign the first contract for the reason 
that ho did not wish to pledge the Territory to pay that which 
it did not receive, 


Your committee have also had under examination a cirenlar 
_by the Sisters of Charity, dated at Vanronver, November 27th, 
- 1867, in which, after citing the terms of the contract, they 
claim that a report that-follows thereafter is a quarterly return ;

and the amount ef which they acknowledge the receipt from the 
Territory was also incorrect, ss shown by the figures furnished 
by them, Taking inte consideration, therefore, the facts that 
greenhatks were worth seventy-five cents in gold at the time the 
contract was made—that being the quotation in San Francisco 
at the time—that Governor Pickering refused to sign the said 
first contract for the reason stated ; that it must have been with- 
in the knowledgs of the Sisters or their agents; shat currency 
was all that eame into the Treasury of the Territory from the 
revenue collected; and also, that they failed to refer to coin when 
asking to bo made preferred ered itors a few years since, your com- 
mittee ave forced tothe conclusion that even ordinary prudence and 
foresight would ove warned them to refuse a contract which all 
the eirenmstences of the ease clearly showed could be paid in no 
other menacer then that indiested by the Governor as aforesaid. 


Thercfure your committee have come to the conclusion that 
a settlement should be made only on the basis of Treasury notes, 
aleulating the same at seventy-five cents in coin for each dollar 
in enrreney. Your committee have been forced to this decision 
by the ambiguity surrounding the question; and while they can- 
pot see the way clear as to the demand made by the Sisters, 
neither are they disposed to adhere to the strict letter of the 
contract; and kenca could not, while animated by a desire to do 
justice to all parties; as well to the Territory as to the Sisters, 
acont either extreme, bué preferred to adjust the matter upon 
the coin value of Treasury notes in San Franciseo at the time 
the contract wes made. -

In this it seems I was 
mistaken. This particular case may be a meritorious one; but 
its merits cannot be such as to justify me, under my present 
views, in sanctioning a precedent for, and again opening the 
door to what I regard es a pernicious exercise of power. Onur 
courts are open to applications for divorces, and the facility with 
which they can there be procured is such as to leave no ground 
for complaint on the part of those desiring them. With these 
reasors for withholding my approval, honestly entertained, and 
thus bricfly stated, I-herewith respectfully return the bill to the 
House in which it originated.
